REPORT 


To the citizens of the Town of Seabrook: 
The School Board makes use of this privilege to 
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call to your attention the progress our schools are mak- 
ing. We have adopted the state course of studies, the 
course, which, if faithfully followed, will give our chil- 
dren in eight years of school life a good elementary ed-— 
ucation. 

We cannot do our best in this, owing to lack of mon- 
ey, as this handicaps us in getting the supplies needed. 

Our only criticism would be of those who have failed 
to see the advantages of education and have allowed their 
children to be absent for other reasons than sickness. 
To such we would say, the loss is to you and yours; 
while those who have been faithful in attendance have 
been hindered by the interruption. In the coming year 
let parents and officers work together for better at- 
tendance. 

We feel that our schools have lost much by the lack 
of systematic supervision such as was given by our 
former superintendent, Mr. Lane; and we earnestly hope 
that the citizens of this town may see the real need of 
one and so vote at our coming school meeting. 

The interiors of our school buildings are in fairly 
good condition; but it is apparent that the outside of 
the buildings need paint; especially the South and San- 
born schools; while smaller repairs are needed on all 
the others. 

The School Board would recommended that the Se- 
lectmen of Seabrook assess the School District of Sea- 
brook as follows: 


For maintenance of schools, $1,900 00 
For school supplies, 250 00 
For flags and appurtenances, 10 00 
For high school tuition, 125 00
